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Driver seriously hurt 
following Ml collision 

A DRIVER suffered life-threatening injuries when his car became 
trapped under a lorry on the Ml on Wednesday. 

His black BMW collided with the back of a lorry close to Junction 
9, near Flamstead, on the southbound carriageway at 10.30am. 

The junction was closed and the driver of the vehicle was stuck 
for more than two hours before he was taken to hospital. The 
motorway was re-opened at 2pm, and there were tailbacks as far as 
Junction 13 at Bedford. 

Gary Sanderson, ambulance spokesman, said: “This was a very 
delicate and difficult incident to deal with. Paramedics and the 
doctor at the scene worked closely with the fire service to treat, 
stabilise and remove him safely to an awaiting ambulance. 

“The man, who we believe to be in his 30s, was conveyed to St 
Mary’s Paddington Hospital in London where his injuries were 
deemed life-threatening.” 

Bedfordshire police said the man was in a ‘serious but stable’ 
condition. 


Jail for gang of four who 
raided ‘new car’ homes

A GANG of young burglars who tar¬ 
geted houses with new cars on the 
drive and raided the homes while 
the owners were asleep, have all 
received long custodial sentences. 

All 15 burglaries were committed 
over a seven-week period in late 2009 
and early 2010 and the properties 
were in Luton, Dunstable, Leighton 
Buzzard, Westoning and Caddington. 

The four, who were aged between 17 
and 22 when the offences were com¬ 
mitted, were thought to be part of a 
larger conspiracy in which 27 homes 


were broken into but the other bur¬ 
glars have not been apprehended. 

Prosecutor Natalie Carter told 
Luton Crown Court on Thursday: 
“This was a campaign of night time 
burglaries. The defendants demon¬ 
strated no regard to the presence of 
the householders at the time of the 
attack and appear to have targeted 
homes with newer model cars avail¬ 
able to steal, often two cars at a time. 

“The householders told police of 
their anger at the intrusion into their 
homes and of fear of further attacks.” 

She said on a couple of occasions 
people woke and confronted the bur¬ 
glars and often the method of entry 


was through UPVC front doors. Mrs 
Carter said the gang were caught by 
‘fortuitous policing’ and, when 
apprehended, mobile phone analysis 
put them at the scene of the crimes 
which were often in locations far 
away from their homes. 

Bedfordshire Police said, after the 
case, that cars were stolen to order 
and a VW Passat taken from a burgla¬ 
ry in Dunstable was later discovered 
in Poland. 

Sentencing them Judge Jeffrey 
Burke QC said: “This was an organ¬ 
ised and sustained campaign and in 
nearly all of the houses families were 
sleeping at the time. You had no 


regard for the trauma and distress 
that burglary brings.” 

Before the court were Daniel 
Towers, 20, of Kimberley Close, 
Luton, Ashley Wright, 18, of Meadow 
Way, Leighton Buzzard and Taylor 
Oddboy, 18, of Purcell Road, Luton 
who all pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
to burgle. They were all sentenced to 
four years in custody 

Towers admitted involvement in 
nine burglaries, Wright in eight and 
Oddboy in five and handling proper¬ 
ty stolen in another. 

Also in the dock was Lloyd Frater, 23, 
of Lancotbury Close, Totternhoe, who 
pleaded guilty to the same charge 


admitting involvement in eight of the 
burglaries. But he was also before the 
court for an aggravated burglary in 
Linden Road, Dunstable, on January 28 
last year, in which a man was attacked 
in his bedroom by three men in bala¬ 
clavas. Frater was armed with a base¬ 
ball bat and struck the victim, before 
they stole cash they found in a safe. 

His two co-defendants in that case 
had been sentenced previously to 
indeterminate sentences for public 
protection. 

Frater was given an indeterminate 
sentence for public protection and 
must serve a minimum of five years 
before being able to apply for parole.

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Council wait 
on May over 
EDL march

THE Home Office has yet to 
respond to Luton Borough 
Council's letter asking for 
support towards banning 
next month’s planned English 
Defence League march. 

The group, which says it 
opposes Islamic extremism, 
wants to gather in Luton 
town centre on February 5 
but the council this week 
warned Home Secretary 
Theresa May it could cause 
‘serious disorder’. 

The council wrote to the 
minister last week asking for 
her ‘in principle’ support for 
a potential application to ban 
the march. She has yet to 
reply. 

The letter states: ‘We write 
to seek your support in the 
event the police and the 
council decide to formally 
request a ‘banning order’ on 
the EDL (including any 
proposed counter-marches 
or protests). 

‘Such an order, if sought 
and imposed, would prohibit 
the EDL from marching or 
processing through the town 
and would send a strong sig¬ 
nal to the diverse community 
of Luton that the preserva¬ 
tion of strong community 
cohesion is of paramount 
importance.’ 


A council spokeswoman 
said: “A formal ban can only 
be sought by the council if 
the police request that we 
make application to the 
Home Secretary. 

“However, Bedfordshire 
Police have not yet received a 
formal invitation from the 
EDL to hold a march or 
procession.” 

A Home Office spokesman 
said: “The Government con¬ 
demns extremism, whatever 
form it takes. We are clear 
that violence and intimida¬ 
tion is wholly unacceptable. 

“The Home Secretary will 
carefully consider any formal 
application to ban a march, 
subject to the relevant legal 
tests.” 

In a statement the police 
said: ‘We are awaiting 
detailed consultation with 
the EDL leadership planning 
this event, but we already 
know the event will be large 
scale and will cause signifi¬ 
cant disruption to the normal 
‘life’ of Luton on the day. 

‘There is expected to be a 
counter-protest by members 
of the Unite Against Fascism 
group. 

‘It is expected that there will 
be several thousand attend¬ 
ing the event in one capacity 
or another and the policing 
operation will be very large 
and conspicuous.’

LUTON Borough Council chief execu¬ 
tive Trevor Holden said the ‘human 
dimension' of making up to 500 redun¬ 
dancies at the Town Hall ‘keeps him 
awake at night’. 

In an exclusive interview with Luton on 
Sunday this week, Mr Holden said the 
council’s ongoing redundancy process is 
being conducted ‘openly and transpar¬ 
ently’. 

Last week, the first wave of job losses 
saw 94 roles - including 25 street clean¬ 
ing posts - axed as part of the council’s 
bid to save £3.5 million in 2011/12. 

More are expected when the executive 
committee next meet on fanuary 24. 

In our meeting at the Town Hall on 
Wednesday with Mr Holden, he said: “We 
need to ensure any process is open and 
transparent and that it’s the right way to 
go, and it’s very important how we bring 
people into the organisation and how we 
allow them to leave. 

“There’ll be employment support on 
hand - some people haven’t applied for a 
job since they were 18.

“People have been very forthright in 
their questions - it’s been no holds 
barred. 

“I welcome and encourage them to 
come back - it’s an open and transparent 
conversation.” The council will likely 
have to spend all of its reserves on the 


redundancies. This figure will total 
£10-20 million. 

The average council staff member’s 
wage is £30-35,000. 

The Town Hall’s head of corporate 
finance, David Kempson, said: “This is a 
huge cultural change with the level of 
efficiency savings. 

“There’s still a lot of hard work to be 
done. 

“I’m really worried about using all of 
the reserves to pay for this year’s redun¬ 
dancies. 

“What worries me most is the amount 
of Government funds for Luton’s schools. 
The pressure on schools is immense, par¬ 
ticularly in the central area. 

“Unless we can make the Government 
hear that message, there’ll be short-term 
solutions for pupils.” 

On Luton’s schools, Mr Holden added: 
“However, we are keen to stress that the 
statistics for schools are consistently 
improving. 

“At the moment the tide is going in the 
right direction.” 

Asked if there could end up being more 
than the already proposed 400-500 
redundancies, Mr Holden said: “At the 
moment there is no view to say that the 
number will be more than 500.”

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Care home closure 
dubbed 'despicable’

A RELATIVE of a resident at a care 
home which has begun to close down 
has slammed the moving-out process 
as ‘despicable’. 

The Griffin Care Centre, in Moorlands 
Gardens, Luton, run by Southern Cross 
Healthcare Group, was given a ‘zero star’ 
rating by regulators the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) last year. 

On Tuesday a decision was made to 
close the Griffin, which provided care for 
people aged over 65 and was home to 56 
residents. The care home began to move 
residents out the next day. 

A woman, who had a relative in the 
care home but did not want to named, 
said: “I am absolutely gobsmacked. I 
knew they had problems but that’s all. 
Residents are now being moved out. 

“The car park was full up on 
Wednesday with everyone being moved 
out to other homes. 

“The process should have been more 
dignified. It’s despicable.” 

A Southern Cross spokesman said on 
Friday that it was likely most residents of 
the home would have been moved out 
by the end of the day. 

However, it is unlikely the Griffin will 
be fully closed today since some resi¬ 
dents will still be there. 

Mark Cash, regional director for 
Southern Cross Healthcare, said: “We 
are very disappointed to be at a stage 
where we need to close this home. 

“We apologise to the residents of the 
Griffin Care Centre and their relatives 
for the disruption and upset that may 
result from this announcement. 

“The health and wellbeing of our resi¬ 
dents is our number one priority. 

“Despite sustained effort to improve 
over many months, The Griffin Care

Centre wasn’t delivering the standard of 
care that we expect in all our homes, so 
we have taken decisive action and 
unfortunately that means closure in this 
case.” 

Southern Cross said it took the deci¬ 
sion to close The Griffin following con¬ 
sultation with the CQC, NHS Luton and 
Luton Borough Council, which released 
a joint statement saying: ‘The multi¬ 
agency group was not satisfied with the 
home’s continued progress in line with 
the action plan. 

‘The key priority is to ensure the health 
and safety of residents. 

‘Managers and a team of social work¬ 
ers and health workers are on site to 
work with individuals and their families 
to provide as much support as possible 
at this stressful time and discuss all the 
options available to them.’ 


Fake gun-toting 
road-rage union 
official redundant 

A TOWN Hall union official who 
threatened another motorist with a 
fake firearm during a road-rage 
incident has been made redundant. 

Luton Borough Council-employed 
GMB representative Ian Smith was 
reinstated in August 2010 following 
an appeal against his dismissal for 
gross misconduct earlier that year. 

Michal Stepanczenko was driving a 
van for a courier firm southbound on 
the Ml on July 18, 2009 when Smith 
waved the ‘realistic looking’ toy gun 
at him. 

At the time of the court case in 
February 2010, prosecutor Geoffrey 
Birch said: “Mr Stepanczenko pulled 
level with the car and a bit of mutual 
gesturing of various well-known 
signs took place. 

“But then the defendant produced a 
plastic toy gun which fires little 
plastic bearings and pointed it at the 
van driver and made it appear he was 
lining it up to fire.” 

Smith, of Wauluds Bank Drive, Luton, 
was given a 16-week suspended jail 
sentence at Luton Crown Court and 
ordered to do 100 hours of unpaid 
work after admitting possessing an 
imitation firearm with intent to cause 
fear of violence. He was also ordered 
to pay £1,400 costs. 

Smith was subsequently sacked by 
the council but won an appeal. 

In August 2010, Smith underwent a 
90-day period of consultation in 
which the council tried to find him 
another job as part of a redundancy 
process. 

It was unsuccessful and, after a 
number of appeal hearings, he was 
made redundant by a panel last Friday. 

It is understood Smith continued to 
be paid his £31,000 salary between 
initially being sacked and last Friday’s 
final hearing. 

In a statement the council said: ‘The 
council does not discuss details of 
internal staffing issues.’ 


Mental health shake-up decision due this month 


DECISIONS about the future of mental 
health services for adults will be made 
by the end of the month. 

The board of NHS Bedfordshire will 
meet in public on fanuary 26 to 
consider views expressed during last 
year’s public consultation on proposals 
for in-patient services across the 
county. 

It will receive a report and 
recommendations based on the 


feedback from those who took part. It 
will then make its decisions on seven 
proposals to modernise and improve 
services. 

The main thrust of the changes is to 
bring currently dispersed services more 
closely together so staff can work more 
effectively and link up better with other 
services, such as social care, housing 
and employment services that can be 
important to people with mental illness. 


If the proposals go ahead, they will be 
introduced in stages between April 2011 
and December 2012. 

The Mental Health consultation will 
be the first item at the Board meeting, 
which starts at 2pm at Bedford Corn 
Exchange. 

The consultation report and decision

Vital’ lollipop ladies

A CONCERNED mother has 
formed an online petition to 
protest against the removal of all 
36 lollipop ladies across Central 
Bedfordshire. 

Nicola Swansbury, whose four- 
year-old son goes to Lancot 
Lower School, in Lancot Drive, 
Dunstable, set it up after finding 
out Central Beds had plans to axe 
school crossing patrols, saving an 
estimated £90,000. 

The authority is planning on 
removing all funding for lollipop 
ladies as part of their draft budget 
for 2011/12, which was given the 
provisional go-ahead at Tuesday’s 
executive meeting. 

Mrs Swansbury said: “Children 
are going to get killed. It is not just 
about this school, it is about chil¬ 
dren’s safety across the whole of 
Central Beds. 

“Totternhoe Road is a very busy 
road, cars go down it very fast and 
from where we cross it is difficult 
to see round the corner. 

“But the lollipop lady can see 
round from where she is and she 
can stop the traffic for us. 

“Some child minders walk to 
school with seven or eight chil¬ 
dren and they need that help. 

“This is a vital service. They said 
vital services would not be cut.” 

A council spokesman said: 


“School crossing patrols are a val¬ 
ued service that Central Beds and 
its predecessor have provided for 
many years. 

“They are however a discre¬ 
tionary service, one that the 
council has no statutory require¬ 
ment to provide but has chosen 
to due to the benefits it brings. 

“Following the tough spending 
restrictions imposed on all coun¬ 
cils by the Government, many 
vital statutory services are facing 
a time of restricted budgets. 

“Central Beds has therefore 
taken the decision that the first 
services we must look at in terms 


of finding savings must be those 
that are discretionary. We have 
already received several petitions 
calling for school crossing patrols 
to be maintained. 

“All public feedback and peti¬ 
tions are valued and taken very 
seriously and will of course be 
taken into account before any 
decision is made.” 

Central Beds’ draft budget will 
go out to consultation before 
going to full council on February

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No North campaigner issues 
planning officer complaint

A CAMPAIGNER against the 
building of up to 4,000 hous¬ 
es in north Luton has made a 
complaint about an influen¬ 
tial planning officer. 

No North coordinator Pat 
Conway has made ‘very seri¬ 
ous allegations’ about 
Lachlan Robertson, who is 
head of the Joint Technical 
Unit Committee for Luton 
and south Bedfordshire. 

At first glance, Luton Borough 
Council believes the allegations 
are ‘unfounded’ and has asked 
Mr Conway to ‘provide evi¬ 
dence’ to back them up. 

The No North protest group 
was created by Mr Conway in 
October 2010 after councillors 
on the joint panel gave the 
thumbs-up to the idea of 
building thousands of homes 
in north Luton. 

Mr Conway, of Turnpike 
Drive, fears the development 
located just north of Sundon 
Park and Great Bramingham 
Wood would create ‘traffic 
chaos’ without the Luton 
North Bypass. 

The Joint Committee has 
agreed to submit a Core 
Strategy Development Plan to 
the Secretary of State as a 
proposal for north Luton. 

Members of the public have 
until tomorrow to read and 
comment on the plan by visit¬ 
ing www.shapeyourfuture.

In a statement the Town Hall 
said: ‘Pat Conway has made a 
complaint to the leaders of 
both Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire councils about 
Lachlan Robertson, who leads 
the work of the Joint Technical 
Unit. 

‘This complaint includes 
allegations which are very 
serious. Our initial views are 
that these allegations are 
unfounded and we will be 
asking Mr Conway to provide 
any evidence to substantiate 
these claims. 

‘All the decisions of the Joint 
Committee have been made 
in public and by the J2 coun¬ 
cillors on the Committee. 

‘Anyone who disagrees with 
the content of the Core Strategy 
will have the opportunity in the 
summer at the Public 
Examination, held by an inde¬ 
pendent Government Insp¬ 
ector, to challenge the deci¬ 
sions made by the Committee.’ 

The Joint Committee is 
made up of J2 councillors - 
six from Luton, and six from 
Central Bedfordshire Council. 

Central Beds leader Tricia 
Turner said: “A complaint has 
been made by Mr Conway to 
myself and the leader of 
Luton Borough Council about 
an officer who works on the 
Joint Technical Unit. I have 
personally responded to Mr 
Conway about the very seri¬ 
ous allegations that he has 
made and requested that he 
provides both councils with 
evidence that supports his 
claims.”

Where’s the justice? 

SIR - As the weeks and months go by, 
we watch local authorities being 
asked to cut services and as a conse¬ 
quence place good hard-working 
people onto the dole queue. 

We are led to believe that it’s 
painful, but we don’t have any choice 
and, of course, hear the now infa¬ 
mous phrase that Chancellor George 
Osborne has made his own ‘we are 
all in this together’. 

We have many people who have 
taken pay cuts, many have not had a 
pay rise for two or three years and - 
let’s be clear - that has been done 
because we are told everyone must 
shoulder the burden, or as David 
Cameron put it recently, there will be 
‘some heavy lifting’. 

So the squeeze is on all of us we are 
told. 

Perhaps the following facts could 
be explained away in the interest of 
fairness? 

Boardroom pay leapt by 55 per 
cent last year. Income data services 
conducted research bonuses paid to 
directors of the FTSE 100 companies 
increased by 34 per cent, their basic 
pay by 3.6 per cent. 

Long-term incentive schemes 
soared by 73 per cent, share options 
by 90 per cent. 

This last one is the most telling 
example of an unlevel financial play¬ 
ing field you could ever get - a FTSE 
100 chief executive now earns £4.9 
million a year, which equates to 
almost 200 times the average wage. 

These figures do not say to me that 
austerity measures have found their 
way into boardrooms. 

I am not suggesting for one 
moment that every director or 
boardroom has not grasped the 
financial baton, but it’s very clear 
that snouts are still very much in the 
financial trough. 

It’s clear that many are financially 
pain free, while others are being 
forced to take the financial medicine 
and pay a very heavy price. Who will 
dare to justify this as fairness?

Are they seeing it from their par¬ 
ents or older siblings or do they see 
things like that on television and 
want to emulate it? 

Whatever the case, parents should 
read both those stories and use 
them as a deterrent to teach their 
children about the consequences of 
their actions.

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I REMEMBER dropping in to my 
local many years ago and telling 
them it was my birthday. 

The landlord bought me a pint and 
asked how old I was. He then went 
ballistic when I said 18.1 had been 
drinking in there for two years, 
sometimes with my dad. 

He soon calmed down and said 
at least I had learned how to drink 
sensibly, although I am not sure 
some of my friends would have 
agreed with that sentiment. 

Today though that seems a very 
wise remark. A great deal of effort 
has been made in recent years to 
ensure people under 18 are not 
served alcohol in pubs. 

It is the law and the law should 
not be broken, so ID cards are 
mandatory. Of course, what it 
completely fails to do is stop 
people under 18 drinking alcohol. 

They drink it in groups, in parks, 
bus shelters, wherever. They drink 
it unsupervised by any adults, let 
alone parental guidance. 

They do not drink it in a controlled 
environment, such as a pub, where 
what they drink and how much 
they drink can be monitored. They 
often get drunk and become a 
danger to themselves and others. 

Rarely do you see people, of 
whatever age, drunk and incapable 
in pubs. As one landlord once told a 
friend of mine: “You’ve had enough. 
Go home and you can come back 
tomorrow. 

“If you don’t go home now you 
will be escorted off the premises 
and will never come back in here 
again.” A big bloke, he left meek as 
a lamb. 

So, as a society we have solved

the problem of under-age drinking 
in pubs. 

As a consequence, we have made 
the problem of under-age drinking 
worse. If laws are taken too literally 
there is no leeway to allow 
teenagers to grow up with a 
‘light-touch’ control. 

The current system looks too 
heavy-handed for its own good. 

T ALKING of heavy-handed, I 
was reminded this week of 
another event in my more 
recent past. 

The local Anti-Apartheid Group, of 
which I was secretary, had 
organised a meeting with a guest 
speaker from the Palestinian 
Liberation Organisation[PLO], 

Not content with overthrowing 
the Apartheid regime, we thought 
we could take on the Israeli state as 
well. 

It was a well-attended meeting, 
which included the then editor of 
our sister paper Bedfordshire on 
Sunday Frank Branston and his 
sidekick Fred Plester. Afterwards 
they came up to me and asked if I 
knew a member of the audience 
was a Special Branch officer. 

When he was discreetly pointed 
out to me, I realised he sometimes 
attended our meetings, which were 
open to all and sundry. I was 


somewhat flattered, thinking the 
police must also believe the ten of 
us could topple both the South 
African and the Israeli state. 

We were used to police 
interference, as we were regularly 
‘moved on’ from any peaceful 
protest we made. But undercover 
police - that was a bit different, and 
made us feel like proper 
revolutionaries, although one 
member became a bit nervous that 
Mossad, the Israeli secret service, 
might come and rip our hearts out 
in the middle of the night. 

I am reminded of this because 
this week it emerges that an 
undercover cop had infiltrated a 
Climate Change protest group. 
What next - a covert action to see 
what dastardly plans the ‘Mothers 
against bottle feeding’ have in the 
pipeline, so to speak? 

In an advanced, modern 
democracy, people have the right 
to protest, providing it is lawful, 
which I accept does not include 
aggravated trespass or throwing 
things off rooves. 

The job of the police ought to be 
to guarantee those rights but they 
never seem to see it that way. 
Invariably when there is a peaceful 
protest, or campaign, the police 
take sides. And invariably they take 
the wrong side.

Blunder victim still 
denied a settlement

A FORMER model who was 
infected with hepatitis C in a 
botched NHS blood transfu¬ 
sion will still not receive com¬ 
pensation, despite new 
Government measures. 

Sharon Moore (pictured), 50, 
of Dunstable, was one of more 
than 4,500 victims affected by 
the contamination incidents in 
the mid-1980s. 

On Monday, Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley announced 
extra financial support for 
those with the most serious 
hepatitis C-related diseases, 
including a one-off payment of 
£50,000 for very ill victims. 

But Ms Moore, who had the 
transfusion and was infected 
with the virus in 1987 after she 
collapsed with anaemia, is not 
entitled to anything as the 
virus had cleared from her sys¬ 
tem within six months. 

Last year she brought a 
fudicial Review at the High 
Court after she was rejected by 
the Department of Health 
compensation scheme three 
times. 

But a judge dismissed the 
claim in December because 
she could not prove the virus 


was in her blood for more than 
six months. 

Ms Moore said: “I have ongo¬ 
ing health problems from what 
they did to me and I think it is 
disgusting that once again we 
natural clearers are being 
ignored by the Government. 

“And really, £50,000? What a 
disgrace. We are being treated 
unfairly. I mean they could 
have at least given us some¬ 
thing as an acknowledgement 
to what happened to us.” 

In a Commons statement, Mr 
Lansley said: “Taken together, 
these announcements repre¬ 
sent a significant rise in the 
support available to those 
affected by this tragedy. 

“Putting an exact figure on 
the package is difficult, as there 
is some uncertainty about how 
many will be eligible, and how 
their illnesses may progress. 

“However, we believe these 
new arrangements could pro¬ 
vide from £100 million to £130 
million worth of additional 
support over the course of this 
Parliament.” 

A Department of Health 
spokesman said: “This matter 
was the subject of a recent 
fudicial Review and the depart¬ 
ment has nothing further to 
add.”

A BRACE from youngster Adam Watkins and a 
double from Taiwo Atieno fired Luton Town into the 
last sixteen of the FA Trophy after comfortably 
disposing of lower league Uxbridge. 

Atieno gave the Hatters the lead in the first half but 
Luton really turned on the style in the second with 
Watkins, in his first start for the Hatters, adding two 
either side of Atieno’s second, his first from the 
penalty spot before smashing home Luton’s fourth 
after good work down the right by Cauley Woodrow 

Richard Money rung the changes to the Luton Town 
side that drew 0-0 with AFC Wimbledon mid-week 
with Mark Tyler skippering a weakened Hatters side 
and Money handing 18-year-old Christian Tavernier 
his Luton debut. 

Luton started in real comfort and it didn’t take long 
for them to find their feet, creating a neat and quick 
passing rhythm to regularly cut open the Uxbridge 
defence with JJ O’Donnell, in particular, enjoying 
plenty of space down the left to constantly get the 
better of Gavin Brown. 

But the first effort on goal didn’t come until the 
tenth minute, after a quick break from the back 
allowed Jason Walker to attempt a David Beckham- 
style lob from the halfway line and Uxbridge keeper 
Michael Plwonski breathed a sigh of relief as the ball 
trickled just wide of the post as the beaten stopper 
scrambled back in vain. 

The visitors offered nothing in return in the open¬ 
ing quarter of an hour and seemed to have a hit-and- 
run game plan to catch the Hatters on the break. 

But after 18 minutes the Hatters were deservedly in 
front. Godfrey Poku drove forward from his own half 
and played Atieno through one-on-one with 
Plwonski and, with the keeper racing out, the striker 
kept his cool to slot the ball home. 

Moments later, Tavernier was denied a dream debut 
goal as Walker cut the ball back to the midfielder just 
inside the area but the teenager’s effort came back off 
the bar despite beating Plwonski. 

Uxbridge finally mustered an effort on goal after a 
slip from Alex Lacey allowed Chris Moore to race 
clear against Tyler. However, the striker’s effort lacked 
accuracy and Moore dragged his low drive wide. 

Atieno should have made it 2-0 after brilliant work 


from O’Donnell - who continued to enjoy himself 
down the left against Brown - to deliver a near-per¬ 
fect low cross for the striker to side foot straight into 
the arms of Plwonski. Anywhere either side of the 
keeper and the Hatters would have doubled their 
lead. 

It was beginning to look like a training session for 
the Luton side with both Walker and Watkins testing 
Plwonski from range. 

However, Uxbridge could have gone in at the break 
level after Luton were momentarily reduced to ten 
men when Lacey limped off the field injured, but 
Moore headed Andre Costa’s cross straight at Tyler in 
what was the visitors’ first effort of the match on tar¬ 
get. 

Atieno didn’t have long to wait before he was pre¬ 
sented with the first chance of the second half but the 
striker squandered a free header from Lawless’s cor¬ 
ner nodding straight at Plwonski - and then the 
Kenyan international nodded into the path of 
Watkins who blazed over. 

A foul by Ed Asafu-Adjaye 25 yards out gave the visi¬ 
tors a golden opportunity to test Tyler when the result¬ 
ing Dean Clark curling header took a deflection on the 
way through but the keeper got down well to save. 

Watkins scored his first ever goal for the Hatters and 
Luton’s second of the match after Brown pulled down 
Atieno in the box. The youngster then stepped up to 
drill the spot kick into the bottom corner. 

Watkins could have grabbed his second moments 
later as his low drive required a fine diving save to tip 
the ball wide.

Capital gains will feel 
just like home for Earl 


GRAHAM Earl is preparing to go back 
as a promoter to what he calls his 
boxing home, though he has not ruled 
out a return to the ring himself. 

The former WBU lightweight world 
champion is to stage his first fight 
night at Bethnal Green in London’s York 
Hall - the traditional home of the sport 
in Britain and the scene of many of the 
Lutonian’s big victories. 

The Capital Punishment show on 
Saturday, his third in total since 
hanging up his gloves, is set to feature 
nine match-ups, with headliner Paul 
Morby - a fighter from Earl’s House of 
Champions stable - defending his 
Southern Area super middleweight 
title against East End boy Daniel 
Cadman. 

He said: “It’s my third promotion and 
my first one in what I call home at the 
York Hall in Bethnal Green. 

“I’m very excited and there’s a big 
buzz about it and there seems to be a 
lot of interest.” 

And Earl is keen to exhibit fighters 
who mirror the same all-action style of 
his own days as one of the best boxers 
in the lightweight division. 

He said: “I’ve got a lot of talent on my 
books. I don’t want fighters who will 
lose 20 fights against people they 
should be beating. 

“Once they’ve beaten someone then 
they’ve got to step up a level and start 
climbing the ladder so we can get 
titles in the camp.” 

And in Morby, he already has one 
puncher with a belt to his name, but 
Earl insists that against Cadman - who 
was beaten in the Prizefighter semi¬ 
final by eventual champion Patrick 
Mendy but has since won his last two 
bouts - it could go either way. 

“When people buy tickets to a fight 
they actually want to see a good show. 
They don’t want a fight where it’s 
70/30 in one boxer’s favour. 

“Don’t get me wrong, it might be 
60/40 sometimes, but for title fights 
this is a genuine 50/50 fight. 

“Paul Morby, since turning to me, has 
gone unbeaten and got the Southern 
Area title. 

“This is his first defence against his 
Daniel Cadman, who’s the mandatory 
challenger. 

“I believe he is a good kid as well and 


I just want to give the public what they 
want to see. I don’t want to mislead 
anyone, I just want to give them 
exactly what they’ve paid for. 

“That’s what they used to get when 
they saw me fight.” 

The 32-year-old admits that there is 
still a possibility he could step back 
inside the ropes again - but it would 
have to be a fight worth seeing. 

“I believe that if I had a big fight to 
come back for, which could have been 
a possibility and is still on the back 
burner, I would come back. 

“I live right and I’d just need an eight 
to ten-week training camp and I’d be 
up for it. 

“I’ve won all the titles from area to 
world, so I’ve got nothing to come 
back for except a big money fight to 
give the public what they want.” 

For now though, he’s happy to be 
bringing new talent through and he 
thinks that there could be big things 
on the horizon for some of his stable. 

Nineteen-year-old Stevenage-born 
Terry Holmes is to fight debutant 
Danny Connor in a light welterweight 
contest after claiming a points victory 
on his professional debut at Earl’s last 
promotion in Northampton, while 23- 
year-old Belfast boy Joe Hillerby’s 
opponent is yet to be announced. 
Although, after his last fight it’s no 
surprise as he announced his 
introduction to the professional ranks 
with debut first round stoppage of 
Luton’s Gavin Putney. 

“Joe Hillerby is a multi-nations 
champion in the amateurs and has 
done it all,” said Earl. 

“We didn’t get to see him in the ring 
for very long the last time because he 
beat his man in 20 seconds, so he’s 
looking good. He’s strong and a hard 
worker. 

“Terry and Joe, I think are going to do 
big things.” 

Stable-mates of Holmes and Hillerby 
are also on the bill in the shape of 
Luton-based Floridian Emmanuel 
Oshinronde and Jay Morris. 

Also scheduled to fight are Navid 
Iran, Mitchell Balker, Jahmaine Smyle 
and Daryl Setterfield.

ANDY Drury is heading for the Championship - 
but as far as the midfielder is concerned, he’s 
going there with Luton Town. 

After impressing in the FA Cup against 
Charlton Athletic and firing seven goals so far 
this season, the in-form star has put himself in 
the shop window and the rumours are that a 
number of clubs - some in England’s second tier 
- are preparing bids. 

Yet the Hatter, who signed from Blue Square 
Bet Premier champions Stevenage in the sum¬ 
mer, is unfazed by the buzz surrounding him. 

“It doesn’t bother me in the slightest,” he said. 
“Maybe when I was younger it would have affect¬ 
ed me but I’m 27 now. 

“I’ve been through bad spells in my career but 
now I’m really enjoying my football at Luton 
Town.

Luton missed the chance to climb to the top of 
the league on Wednesday as the midfielder and 
Jason Walker hit the bar and Town did everything 
but hit the net in a 0-0 draw against leaders AFC 
Wimbledon, but Drury’s is sure the match 
proved that league positions can be deceiving. 

“I believe we are the best team in this league,” 
he said. “But we know that we have to go out 
there every game and give 100 per cent. 

“If we play for the rest of the season like we did 
in the second half (against Wimbledon) then I’m 
sure we’ll have no problems whatsoever.” 

Third placed Crawley won 2-1 against Kettering 
Town yesterday to leapfrog Luton and move 
within two points of the Dons. Currently the 
bookmakers’ favourites, The Reds would appear 


to be in the championship chase driving seat as 
they still have two games in hand on the Hatters 
and three on the Dons. 

But Drury, who won the Conference with 
Stevenage last season, says there’s no need to 
start panicking. 

He said: “Last season I was up there with 
Stevenage and I didn’t start looking at the table 
until January or February, so I do look at the table 
and think, ‘what if they do this or that?’ It’s quite 
natural to think that. 

“We’ve just got to keep performing and see 
where that takes us. To win the league you’ve 
really got to work hard, so we roll on. We know 
we’ve got to put another run of big wins together, 
starting Tuesday.”

LUTON Town youngster Adam Watkins has 
told of his delight at grabbing his first goals 
for the Hatters during his first ever start in a 
4-0 rout of against Uxbridge in the FA Trophy 
Second Round.
